Wintering Important 
Factor In Canadian Beekeeping 


On account of our long winters the 


successful wintering of bees ts an 
important factor in Canadian bee: 
keeping. This can be easily done 


when one knows how and the proper 
procedure is described in a_ bulletin 


on Wintering Bees available at the 
* Publications Branch of the Depart: 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa. The 
long cold winter in most parts of 
Canada is not as hard on bees as 
might be imagined and advantage 


may be té&en of it to give ihe bees a 
complete rest instead of having them 
wear themselves out with 
tivity as they often do 
climates, To Ive through 
months the colonies imust well 
filled with young bees, be provided 
with an abundance of good whole- 
some stores to last well into the fol 
lowing spring, and be given sufficient 
protection to prevent waste of energy 
and Jife in the production of heat. To 
ensure sufficient young each 
should be headed with a pro 
lifie queen at least 6 to 8S weeks before 
the normal cessation of brood-rearing 
in the fall, The bees must be given at 
least 40 pounds per colony of the best
